3. The first Monday in every month is appointed for their meeting & exercise; & to the end 
they may not bee hindered from comeing together, wee do hereby order, that no other 
traineings in the pticuler townes, nor other ordinary towne meetings, shalbee appointed on 
that day; & if that day be unseasonable for exercise of their armes, then the sixth of the 
Same weeke is appointed for supply; this not to extend to Salem, or the townes beyond, nor 
to Hingham, Weimoth, Dedham, nor Concord.

THE YEAR IN HISTORY 
Highlights 2003 ~ 2004 


As is tradition, on the first Monday in June, June 2, we embarked on 
the 366" year of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. Beyond our company’s time-honored events and cer- 
emonies, the nation and the world were in motion. The following is a 
compilation of major and minor news highlights of the year, 
June 2003 ~ June 2004. 


June 2003 


* The Labor Dept. reported the unemployment rate of 6.1%, the high- 
est since 1994 and the Federal Reserve Board lowered the key federal 
funds rate, the overnight loan rate between banks, to 1.0%, its lowest 
since 1958. In the early 1980s, the rate had hit 20%. 


* In a historic decision the Supreme Court, by a 5-4 margin, upheld an 
affirmative action program at the University of Michigan providing 
preference to minorities for admission to the law school. 


* Although President Bush declared the combat phase of the Iraq war 
essentially ended, ambushes, bombings and attacks continued to cause 
death and casualties among Coalition Forces. The search for weapons 
of mass destruction in Iraq remained inconclusive provoking debate. 


“> Civil war continues in Liberia, a nation founded by freed American 
slaves in the 1800's, Pres. Charles Taylor, indicted for war crimes and 
the death of over 200,000, failed to make good on a promise to resign. 
Soldiers and rebels roamed Monrovia, the capital, looting and commit- 
ting acts of violence. 


* North Korea explains a need for Nuclear Weapons while the United 
States and South Korea agreed that U.S. forces (14,000 of 37,000 troops 
in the country) would be pulled back from the demilitarized zone and 
redeployed south of Seoul. U.S. troops had been at the DMZ since the 
end of the Korean War in 1953. 


** Book stores were mobbed at midnight for the release of the 5th book 
in the Harry Potter series by J.K. Rowling, Harry Potter and the Order of 
the Phoenix sold some 5 million copies the first day alone. 
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In sports: Funny Cide winner of Kentucky Derby and Preakness loses 
at the 135" Belmont Stakes in NY, ending chance to be Triple Crown 
winner. The last Triple Crown winner was Affirmed in 1978. * The 
New Jersey Devils hockey team win the NHL’s Stanley Cup and San 
Antonio Spurs win the NBA Championship. * Golfer Jim Furyk beat 
defending champion Tiger Woods at the US Open. 


Obituaries: David Brinkley, 82 Veteran television newscaster. * Katharine 
Hepburn, 96, legendary stage and screen actress. * Strom Thurmond, 
100, longest-serving senator (1954-56, 1957-2003) in U.S. history. 


July 2003 


“* U.S. troops kill two sons of Iraq deposed President Saddam Hussein. 
The brothers, Uday and Qusay, were notorious for their sadism and 
corruption. The informant providing the tip on their location will 
receive two -15 million dollar rewards offered for the brothers. 


% The two largest US Banks, JP Morgan Chase and CitiGroup agreed 
to pay nearly $ 300 million in fines and penalties to settle charges they 
had aided the Enron Company in deceiving investors. 


* New Iraqi governing council (37 representative members) met in 


Baghdad, and was granted authority to operate government minis- 
tries. 


* Adult AIDS virus infection in Botswana is 39%, the highest in the 
world. 


“* Pres. Bush, while calling for “respect” for each individual, took a 
stand against gay marriage. The President said “I believe a marriage is 
between a man and a woman, and I think we ought to codify that one 
way or the other.” The Vatican issued a statement condemning any 
legislation recognizing same-sex unions or permitting homosexual 
couples to adopt children. 


“* The Vatican appointed Bishop Sean O'Malley to succeed Cardinal 
Bernard Law as Boston’s new Archbishop. Law resigned amid 
widespread criticism for allegedly protecting priests who had abused 
children. An investigation concluded by the Massachusetts Attorney 
General revealed at least 789 children had been abused by 250 Catholic 
priests and church personnel in the archdiocese since 1940. 
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In Sports: Lance Armstrong wins the Tour de France for the 5" time in 
a row. * At the age 46, Martina Navratalova wins her 20" Wimbledon 
title (tying her with Billie Jean King for the most ever). *At the FINA 
World Swimming Championships in Barcelona, Spain, American 
Michael Phelps won 3 individual gold medals and set 5 world records in 
6 days. 


Obituaries: Bob Hope, 100, legendary comedian on radio, television 
and in the movies, entertained hundreds of thousands of U.S. troops 
overseas from the 1940s through the 1990s. 


August 2003 


** 135 Californians Run for Governor - California’s recall election cam- 
paign got underway in August, with 135 candidates meeting the state’s 
modest legal requirements to be placed on the ballot. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, a Republican best known as a movie actor and former 
“Mr. Universe,” announced his candidacy. 


* Blackout leaves 50 million in the dark as a rapid power failure spread 
through Ohio, Michigan, the Northeast, and eastern Canada. The fail- 
ure spread in just 2 minutes and left some without electricity for up to 
2 days* Many airports closed and 1,700 flights were canceled, 11 nuclear 
reactors shut down. Looting and other criminal activity remained at a 
minimum. Terrorism was ruled out, but the exact sequence of causes 
was less apparent. President George W. Bush said the blackout was “a 


wake-up call for the need to modernize our electricity delivery sys- 
tems.” 


* Libya in a letter to the UN, accepted responsibility for the bombing 
of a Pan Am airliner over Lockerbie, Scotland, in 1988, that claimed 
270 lives. Libya agreed to pay reparations that could total $2.7 billion. 


*» Heat wave in Europe kills thousands as temperatures soar over 100 
degrees. Hardest hit, France reported an estimated death toll of 5000. 


“* Former priest, John Geoghan, who had been in the forefront of the 
sexual-abuse scandal in the Roman Catholic Church, was strangled in 
prison, apparently by another inmate. 


** Bombs create violent havoc around the world; Jordanian Embassy 
in Baghdad 19 killed and 65 injured due to a car bomb. * Mozdok, 
Russia, suicide bomber rams gate of a military hospital killing 50. * A 
car bomb exploded in front of the J.W. Marriott Hotel in Jakarta, Indo- 
nesia killing 12 and wounding 150. * Bombay, India, bombs placed in 
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two taxis exploded in a shopping district killing more than 50, and 
injuring over 100. * A Bomb wrecks the UN Headquarters in Iraq. * A 
car bomb exploded at a mosque in the Shiite holy city of Najaf during 
prayers, killing more than 80 worshippers. 


“> The United Nations suspend work in Afghanistan after attacks killed 
more than 50 aid workers throughout the country. 


Obituaries: Idi Amin Dada, 78, Ugandan military ruler, 1971-79, who 
presided over a reign of terror in which an estimated 300,000 people 
were killed, often being tortured to death. *Herb Brooks, 66, hockey coach 
who guided the U.S. Olympic hockey team’s “miracle on ice” victory 
over the Soviet Union and on to a gold medal in the 1980 winter games 
in Lake Placid, NY. 


In sports: U.S. women won their first-ever team gold medal at the 
World Gymnastic Championships in Anaheim, CA. 


September 2003 


* Senator John Kerry (MA), officially declared his intentions to seek 
the Democratic nomination for President. 


“ The Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Boston and Lawyers represent- 
ing about 550 victims of sexual abuse by priests, announced a settle- 
ment that could run to 85 million. The archdiocese was also to pay for 
psychological counseling. 


** Hurricane Isabel hits off the North Carolina coast wreaking havoc 
in many states and causing the deaths of at least 38 people. Property 
damage was estimated at $5 billion. Extensive flooding occurred in 
many coastal cities, including Baltimore and Annapolis, MD.

Capt. Rich- 
ard Smith, fled to his home on Staten Island where he reportedly at- 
tempted suicide. 


* Fueled by the hot dry Santa Ana winds, one of the worst series of 
forest fires ever recorded in southern California laid waste to more than 
650,000 acres and destroyed more than 2,600 homes. 


In sports: Baseball's Florida Marlins defeated the New York Yankees to 
win the 2003 World Series. * Julie Krone won the 20th Breeders’ Cup 
World Thoroughbred Championships in CA and became the Ist woman 
to ride a Breeder’s cup winner. 


Obituaries: Madame Chiang Kai-shek 105, widow of Chinese National- 
ist leader, was one of the world’s most powerful women in the 1930s 
and 1940s, when she mobilized U.S. support for her husband’s regime.

1965. 


* Rev. Gene Robinson was consecrated as bishop of New Hampshire, 
becoming the first openly gay prelate in the Episcopal Church U.S.A., 
despite warnings from around the world that it could cause a schism. 


In Sports: The 5th Presidents Cup finished in an unprecedented 17-17 
tie in South Africa after 3 holes of a sudden-death playoff between 
Ernie Els and Tiger Woods. * Kenyan runners dominated the New York 
City Marathon, taking the top 3 spots in both men’s and women’s races.

George W. Bush announced plan to vaccinate military and other 
health care and emergency workers. Although, Smallpox had been 
eradicated worldwide for more than 20 years, it is believed some hos- 
tile nations had stockpiled the smallpox virus. 


«* Supreme Court upholds the 2002 Campaign Finance Law. The law 
represented a constitutional approach to combating spending abuses 
in the political process. It had been challenged on first-amendment 
grounds. 


* U.S. bans use of weight-reduction pills with Ephedra, an herbal 
supplement used by millions of Americans to lose weight or improve 
athletic performance. Tommy Thompson, Secretary of Health and Hu- 
man Services, said Ephedra “was too risky” and had been linked to 
heart attacks, strokes, and sudden deaths. 


“ After watching stocks decline in value for 3 years in a row, U.S. 
investors had much to cheer about when stock values rose sharply in 
2003. The Dow Jones industrial average rose 25% to 10,453.92 and 
Standard & Poor's 500-stock index, posted a 26% gain. 


** Wen Jiabao became the first Chinese Premier to visit the United States. 


* US. military forces captured Saddam Hussein, deposed president of 
Iraq. An unidentified individual provided a tip and soldiers of the 4th 
Infantry Division found him in a small underground hideout southeast 
of Tikrit. Iraqi leaders urge Hussein be tried by a war crimes tribunal 
created by Iraq’s Governing Council a week earlier. 


«* President of Pakistan, Pervez Musharraf, survives two assassination 
attempts. Responding to criticism from opposition Islamic parties, 
Musharraf announced that by the end of 2004 he would step down as 
army chief and seek a vote of confidence from Parliament in order to 
serve the rest of his presidential term. 


“ President George W. Bush and British Prime Minister Tony Blair an- 
nounced Libya’s President Muammar el-Qaddafi had admitted seek- 
ing to develop nuclear, biological, and chemical weapons.

ship and New England's Bill Belichick was named the AP Coach of the 
Year.

A re- 
port on Abdul Qadeer Khan’s conduct showed he made millions by 
sharing secrets and in deals with suppliers to Pakistan’s nuclear pro- 
gram. Pres. Pervez Musharraf of Pakistan, paying tribute to Khan’s 
role in developing Pakistan’s bomb, called him “my hero” and par- 
doned him. 


* President Jean-Bertrand Aristide of Haiti fled as rebels seeking his 
overthrow advance on the capital of Port-au-Prince. Aristide left the 
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country in chaos, with gunmen shooting in the streets amid widespread 
looting. Pres. George W. Bush ordered Marines into Haiti. 


* South Korean scientists announced they had successfully cloned hu- 
man embryos and harvested their stem cells, a feat widely regarded as 
a major breakthrough. The aim behind the research is to provide an 
avenue to a cure of diabetes, Parkinson’s and other diseases. 


“> The science-fiction film The Lord of the Rings and The Return of the 
King win 11 Oscars each. 


In Sports: New England Patriots win the Superbowl. - One of the most 
thrilling Super Bowl contests with 4 seconds to play when Adam 
Vinatieri kicked a 41-yard field goal for the New England Patriots vic- 
tory over the Carolina Panthers, 32-29. * The nation’s sports fans were 
either titillated or incensed during the half-time show when singer Janet 
Jackson's right breast was exposed and televised during a dance duo.

“+ Haiti came under control of a new interim government as they seek 
to end chaos; President Jean-Bertrand Aristide flees into exile. 


* *Sen. John Kerry (MA) assured of Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion after he won 9 of the 10 primaries and caucuses held.

« Bernard Ebbers, former WorldCom CEO charged with securities 
fraud, conspiracy, and false regulatory filings. The company’s 2002 
bankruptcy was the largest in U.S. history, costing investors $180 bil- 
lion. 


** Government report warns obesity could soon become the leading 
cause of preventable deaths in the United States. The Centers for Dis- 
ease Control estimated that in 2000 - 435,000 Americans died from 
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smoking-related causes while a poor diet and failure to exercise claimed 
some 400,000 lives. 


«* University of California at Berkeley study indicated Americans spend 
more time driving, watching TV, and working in the office than the 
rest of the world. - 170 minutes a day watching television, and about 
101 minutes driving. 


¢¢ Vladimir Putin won re-election as President of Russia with over 70% 
of the vote while Taiwan's President Chen-Shui-bia was re-elected with 
50% of the vote.

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CENTENARY BOSTON VISIT by the 
HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY of LONDON 


The first Captain of the AHAC of Massachusetts and other first officers in 
the organization had received their training thru the HAC of London. The 
bond of the two (2) companies diminished during the American War of 
Independence. The relationship between the two countries was vanishing 
after the British burned the White House in 1814. 


The renewal of the relationship built slowly following the return of AHAC 
members to the Great Exhibit in 1851. In 1887 11 members of the AHAC 
were present at the HAC 350" Anniversary Celebration in London. The 
following year, 21 members of the HAC attended the 250th June Day 
Election on Boston Common. 


In 1896 the first Official AHAC detachment of 173 came to London. The 
HAC reciprocal visit, planned for 1900 but delayed until 1903, was deemed 
a success. The goodwill generated by the visits reinforced the improved 
relationships between the two nations. The reciprocal visits have 
continued roughly each decade, with the Massachusetts AHAC visiting 
England in 1998. 


Continuing the tradition, the Honorable Artillery Company of London 
England joined the AHAC for our 2003 June Day activities with the 
outgoing Captain Commander, COL Stuart P. Tauber and the incoming 
Captain Commander, George M. Morrison, heading up the festivities. An 
estimated 250 HAC members as well as 50 of their ladies arrived on May 
29, 2003 and participated in all the weekend activities thru June 3, 2003. 


Special events included a welcome reception and gift exchange at the 
Armory, Faneuil Hall, Boston, a reception at the State House hosted by the 
HAC, a Night At The Pops at Symphony Hall, with the HAC Band, under 
the direction of bandmaster COL Stuart Watts, performing selected music 
with the Boston Pops, the Ten of Us Cookout & Clam Bake at Camp Curtis 
Guild, participation of the Mayor of London, Honourable Artillery 
Company members and the HAC Pike Men, Light Cavalry, Regimental 
Band and Drum Corps in our June Day parade and concluding their visit 
at the June Day Banquet.

Day 1 - Thursday - Departed from Logan Airport 9:30 p.m. via Icelandic Air 


Day 2 - Friday - Arrived in Reykjavik, Iceland at 6:30 am. with an 8:05 a.m. 
connecting flight to Scotland, landing shortly after 11:00 a.m. in Glasgow. 
Proceeded through customs, followed by a 75 minutes ride to our accommodations 
in Edinburgh. After check-in and a late lunch, the group met with the Events 
Manager of the Sheraton Grand Hotel for a presentation and tour of the facility. 


Day 3 - Saturday - After sampling a Scottish breakfast, we travel to the town of 
Stirling forty- five (45) minutes outside of Edinburgh to view Stirling Castle The 
Castle, situated on a hill, towers over Scotland’s most important Battle fields and 
offers impressive views of the Forth Valley and the Wallace Monument. We toured 
the newly restored great Hall, impressive Kings and Queens apartments and an 
interesting military museum. 


After the Castle we continue to St Andrews...”The Home of Golf”. The buffet, 
proposed for the forthcoming trip, was sampled at the Old Course Hotel. The 
Hotel is located next to the grounds of the Old Course in the Sands Brasserie. 
Conducted a brief tour of the town of St Andrews, home of a museum of golf, 
ruined abbey and castle and the University of St Andrews, where Prince William 
attended school. 


Day 4-Sunday - After breakfast, we travel by motor coach to a Mass at St Mary’s 
Church. Two tour guides meet us outside the church and accompany us to 
Edinburgh Castle. This is the proposed site for a wreath laying ceremony during 
the Fall Trip in October. 


A city tour of Edinburgh followed. We were taken on a panoramic visit of the 
“New Town’ constructed back in the 1700’s by the then middle class and noblemen 
wanting to evade the over crowding of the medieval “Old Town. The New Town 
featured elegant Georgian streets and squares with neoclassical facades. The 
Medieval Old Town was the setting for the queens residence, The Palace of 
Holyrood. Her residence is linked to the Edinburgh Castle by a mile of cobbled 
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stones called “The Royal Way”.The Castle is steeped in stories of Edinburgh’s 
colorful past, from it’s beginnings in 1100 AD when St Margaret’s Chapel was 
founded, as a residency of Scottish Kings and Queens a military garrison and 
home of the Scottish Crown Jewels.... just as it is today. 


The evening dinner was at one of Edinburgh’s finest restaurants, The Dome. The 
land it sits on, originally anchored the Physicians Hall built in 1775. It was 
demolished in 1844 to make way for the national headquarters of the Bank of 
Scotland. The building continued as a bank until 1993 when it was sold and 
converted for The Dome. 


Day 5 - Monday — The day was spent meeting with military and embassy officials 
in the hotel. A return trip to Edinburgh Castle was made to meet with the Director 
of the Memorial and discuss the proposed wreath laying ceremony. 


An evening function was held at Hopetoun House, the location of the 366" Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty Reception and Banquet. Situated on the shores of the 
Firth of Forth, Hopetoun House is considered one of Scotland's elegant historical 
manors. We were taken on a private tour of the home prior to enjoying the tasting 
for the AHAC banquet in October. 


Day 6 - Tuesday ~ A leisure breakfast and perusing the area before departing 
the hotel for Glasgow Airport and our 11:00 a.m. flight to Reykjavik, Iceland. 
After the trip through customs we embark on the ride to our hotel. On the way 


We experience an overview of the city as we make out way to the Radisson SAS 
Hotel Saga. 


The afternoon involved a meeting with hotel staff along with an inspection of the 
hotel property prior to dinner. That evening we were transported by private 
coach to the Viking Restaurant, where we experience a genuine Viking feast. 


Day 7 - Wednesday - An additional meeting was held with the representative of 
the Radisson SAS Saga Hotel to review and finalize details. Our second meeting 
of the morning was with David Mees at the U.S. Embassy. Through out the day, 
meetings were scheduled with military and embassy personnel to discuss the 


dedication of a monument to American Soldiers and sailors killed in WW II and 
buried in Reykjavik.. 


Day 8m - Thursday - A private guide takes us on The Golden Circle Tour. We visit 
natural phenomena and historical sites unique to Iceland. Lunch was at the 


Hotel Geysirk and our final dinner in Iceland took place at The Pearl, a rotating 
restaurant . 


Day 9 - Final day in Iceland - Swimming, cocktails and lunch at the Blue 
Lagoon, a geothermal spa on our way to the airport. We departed Reykjavik, 
Iceland at 4:45 p.m. and arrived in Boston at 6:20 p-m.

THREE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-SIXTH ANNUAL RECORD 


MONUMENT FUND 


During a pre-trip to Iceland, while planning a wreath laying ceremony for the 
366" Fall Field Day Tour Of Duty, the future, CPT Morrison and his entourage 
visited the local cemetery to identify the site where American Servicemen 
were buried on Icelandic soil. 


There were several monuments, headstones and plaques for British, Canadian, 
German, Russian, etc. military personnel, but no designation for the Ameri- 
cans. Although military action was rare in Iceland during the Second World 
War, over 230 US Military Personnel lost their lives in this remote part of the 
world. 


Believing it was important to remember and honor the member of the US armed 
forces that made ultimate sacrifices, CPT Morrison embarked on a fund raising 
project to correct the oversight. 


A design, incorporating the insignias of the four (4) military branches along 
with the seal of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts, on an eight (8) foot high monument was developed. Ancient Member 
COL Edward Canniff of Canniff Monuments assisted CPT Morrison with the 
design of the monument and was commission to craft the granite tribute. 


A special dedication and unveiling ceremony in Iceland was scheduled for 
October 8, 2003. The Commandeer of the NATO Base in Iceland and Embassy 
personnel assisted with cemetery placement, visiting dignitaries and ceremony 
details. 


The cost of the monument with shipping, footing and placement in Iceland was 
to exceed $20,000. Funds were not available for the project. Upon hearing of 
the proposed dedication and expenses, Lt Robert Naser immediately pledged 
$1000. dollars to jump start the AHAC Monument Fund. 


The Monument was funded, in total, by the generosity of individual members 
and friends of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.

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HISTORY of WORLD WAR II MONUMENT 
DEDICATED to AMERICANS KILLED in ICELAND 


Most Americans are not aware that upwards of 50,000 members of our armed 
forces were stationed in Iceland during World War II. They first arrived on 7 July 
1941, peaked in 1943 and finished departing in 1945 except for a small number 
left to run the airport. From January 1942 to December 1945, 229 Americans per- 
ished and were buried in Iceland. In May 1947 they were exhumed and repatri- 
ated in the United States for final burial. 


No monument or marker of any kind was ever left behind to acknowledge the 
sacrifice of these 229 brave Americans. When our Captain Commanding, CPT 
George M. Morrison, learned of this, he took action. 


It began in July of 2001, when then LT Morrison was in Iceland with A@HAC 
member and travel agent, LT Brian Pollack, he explored the possibility of an 
A&HAC wreath laying ceremony. They learned of the fallen Americans but there 
was no marker or any sign of recognition that Americans died in service in Ice- 
land. With the help of BGEN Joseph A. Milano, PC, LT Morrison met with CAPT 
Earl Kashida who was stationed at the NATO Base in Iceland. CAPT Kashida 
and LT Morrison had lunch. This led to another luncheon at the Union Oyster 
House where all of the above met with RADM John J. Waickwicz, the NATO Base 
commander and Commander of Iceland Defense Forces. The Admiral came on 
board and offered any cooperation available to get a monument honoring these 
men in Iceland. 


Now there were many questions for LT Morrison to address. Who would pay for 
the monument? Who would produce this monument? How big should it be? How 
much would it weigh? How to get it to Iceland? Would the US Government allow 
it to happen? Would the Iceland government allow this to happen? Would we get 


cooperation from the cemetery in Iceland? This and many more details needed to 
be resolved. 


Ancients have learned over the years, difficult projects do not detour our Captain 
Commanding, George M. Morrison. 


He and LT Pollock went to work, contacting our member Jim Rooney in Washing- 
ton for assistance and direction with our government officials. Some but not all of 
the people contacted were RADM Henry McKinney, USN, MGEN George Keefe, 
Massachusetts Adjutant General, CAPT Irving X. Gorman, USNR, and the US 
Navy League, GEN P. X. Kelley, USMC, Chairman of the American Battle Monu- 
ments Commission and many others. All offered encouragement and good wishes. 
None could provide any financial assistance. The Battle Monuments Commis- 
sion in Arlington, VA, did give written permission for the project. 
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Our member COL Edward Canniff, owner of Canniff Monument Co., was con- 
tacted. He and the Captain Commanding designed the monument, selected the 
size and quality of the stone and authored the wording to be inscribed. The height 
is over eight feet and the weight is over 4,000 lbs. The cost for the completed stone 
was $13,000.00. COL Stuart P. Tauber, PC, was assigned the task of getting the 
monument to Iceland. When all other costs for shipping, cemetery land and in- 
stallation were added, the total exceeded $20,000.00. 


CPT Morrison began a fund raising campaign within the ranks of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. He ordered the monument and set deadlines. 
He truly undertook a giant mission for the glory and betterment of the Company. 


A large amount of correspondence took place among CPT Morrison, The NATO 
Base, The Fossvogur Cemetery, and the United States Ambassador in Iceland, 
James Gadsden. Eventually our Captain Commanding made two trips to Iceland 
at his expense. He met with all the personnel involved from the NATO Base, the 
cemetery and the embassy. 


After a lot of effort and hard work, the monument was shipped on 16 September 
2003. It went by truck to JFK airport and then by air to Iceland arriving on 19 
September 2003. It was trucked to the cemetery, installed in place and made ready 
for our unveiling ceremony.

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Trip Report 
366" Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
Edinburgh, Scotland and Reykjavik, Iceland 
2 October thru 11 October 2003 


Thursday ~ October 2nd ~ Departure 
The members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company’s 366" Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty gathered at Houlihans Restaurant at Logan Airport. 
There the Sergeants 2003-2004 hosted a Bon Voyage Party. Then they boarded 
Iceland Air flight #632 for Reykjavik. There the group connected on Iceland Air 
flight #430 to Glasgow, Scotland. 


Friday ~ October 34 
Upon arrival, in the morning of 3 October, a one-hour bus ride through the 
countryside brought us to Edinburgh. After checking in at the Sheraton Grand 
Hotel and Spa, the men spent the rest of the day at leisure. 


That evening, the Sergeants held a reception in the Edinburgh Suite. The qual- 
ity and quantity of food and drink made all the men feel very welcome. 


Saturday ~ October 4" 
After breakfast on Saturday October 4", the Company enjoyed a tour of the 
beautiful City of Edinburgh. This included medieval Old Town which has the 
Queen's Residence at the east end linked to the Edinburgh Castle by the cobble- 
stone road called “The Royal Mile”. Also, “New Town” built in the 1700s by 
noblemen and merchants to get away from the overcrowding. After returning 
to the hotel, the rest of the day was spent shopping and making use of the 
wonderful hotel spa with its individual hot tubs. The evening was at leisure. 


Sunday, October 5th 
Sunday October 5", a sunny and cool day, found us at the ready in Parade 
Uniform. The buses took us to Edinburgh Castle where the 105th Regiment, 
Royal Artillery Band, joined us. We formed up in the Upper Ward and marched 
into the Crown Square. That is where the Scottish National War Memorial is 
located. This commemorates the 150,000 Scottish casualties in the First World 
War, over 50,000 more in the Second World War as well as the Malayan Emer- 
gency, Korean War, Northern Ireland, Falklands War and the Gulf Wars. In the 
Hall of Honor, the names of the dead are contained in books on permanent 
display. Joining us was The Right Honorable Lesley Hinds, the Lord Provost of 


the City of Edinburgh. A wonderful wreath laying ceremony was performed at 
the site. 
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It must be noted that COL Douglas Spratt, retired British military, served as 
our liaison for this and all ceremonies in Scotland. His help and cooperation 
was invaluable. It is safe to say that his efforts made our trip to Scotland suc- 
cessful. 


Following the wreath laying, the Company and the band formed to march to 
St. Mary’s Cathedral for Sunday Mass. The parade route followed the Royal 
Mile and the famous High Street in Edinburgh. It was the Annual Red Mass in 
Scotland. This is the Mass that honors High Court Justices, Judges, Lawyers 
and Solicitors. They were all well represented. Our chaplains, Fr. Bob Durkee 
and Fr. Ed McCabe, were on the alter while the local Bishop and the pastor, 
Father David Gemmell presided. 


Following the service, the company retired to the hotel for a luncheon. There 
Lord Provost Hinds, United States Consul General, Cecile Shea, members of the 
Honourable Artillery Company, several members of the band, some of the po- 
lice detail as well as other guests joined us. A gift exchange between the Cap- 
tain, CPT Morrison, and the various dignitaries took place. The most notable 


was the traditional drinking cup presented to the Captain Commanding by the 
Lord Provost of Edinburgh. 


The rest of the afternoon was at leisure. 


In the evening, the Company, in Mess Dress Uniform, traveled a short 12 miles 
to Hopetoun House for the 366" Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet. Hopetoun 
House is a unique gem of Europe's architectural heritage and Scotland’s finest 
stately house. Hopetoun has been the home of the Earls of Hopetoun, later the 
Marquesses of Linlithgow since it was built in 1699. The Marquesses and his 
family live there today. A cocktail reception was held in the main house. The 
members and guests were invited to tour the beautiful historic home. Our own 
SGT Gerald S. Davidson, attired in traditional kilts, was the bag piper who led 
the way to the Adam Ballroom for the banquet. 


After the men took their seats, the head table was introduced in the traditional 
manner. The colors were posted and a wonderful meal was served. When din- 
ner, including eight toasts, concluded, we heard a talk from LTC, HON Mark 
Vincent, MBE. LTC Vincent was the commander of the HAC active unit during 
the recent June Day visit. He received a gift from the Captain. Twenty-eight of 
his fellow Honourable Artillery Company members were also in attendance. 


The British military band playing at the banquet had just returned from the 
Iraqi War. 


Also bringing greetings was Councilor W. Fitzpatrick from the City of 
Edinburgh. Special attention and gifts were given to COL Douglas Spratt for all 
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the time and effort he gave the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
Other guests at the head table were COL J. H. Guadalupe, United States Mili- 
tary Attaché in London, Leonard Wallace, Moderator of High Constables of 
Edinburgh, COL Magnus Cormack from the British Army and MAJ Hugh 
Edmunds, TD, Vice President of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 
The hospitality room was open for all when we returned to the hotel. The great 
success of the day made for high spirits among all members. 


Monday ~ October 6" 

Monday October 6" was set aside to enjoy the area and countryside surround- 
ing Edinburgh. The day began with a short ride to the Town of Sterling. The 
highlight of course is Sterling Castle. Here much of the history of Scottish Mon- 
archy was made. This includes kings and queens baptized, marrying, dying, 
murdering and being murdered. Its wonderful location, high above the River 
Forth, gives it great strategic command. Recently 12 million pounds sterling 
were spent to restore the Great Hall, Chapel Royal and the Kings’ and Queens’ 
Apartments. From Sterling it was another ride to St. Andrews. This gave us 
chance to see where golf was founded. After a luncheon at the Old Course Hotel, 
we were given time to explore the beautiful golf venues and the town of St. 
Andrews itself. The men returned to the hotel in time for a short rest. 


In the evening, we were treated to dinner in a famous old building in Edinburgh 
called “The Dome”. This site was originally the location of the old Physicians’ 
Hall. It was built and designed by James Craig in 1775. He was the planner of 
the New Town of Edinburgh. In 1844 the site became the property of the Com- 
mercial Bank of Scotland. The present building continued as a bank until 1993, 
when it was sold and converted into “The Dome” restaurant of today. The 
delicious dinner, which included Scottish Rack of Lamb, was a fitting conclu- 
sion of a busy day. 


Tuesday ~ October 7" 
Day 6 of the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was set for travel. After a short ride 
from Edinburgh to Glasgow airport, we boarded Iceland Air flight #431 bound 


for Reykjavik. After a smooth and uneventful ride we checked in to the SAS 
Saga Hotel. 


This evening the Sergeants hosted a reception and dinner at the Café Victor in 
downtown Reykjavik. All in attendance agreed the Sergeants did a great job. A 
few people from the embassy staff joined us and commented on the lavish food 
and drink. It went so well that the Café Victor became the meeting place for 
Ancients in downtown Reykjavik. 
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Wednesday ~ October 8" 
Wednesday, October 8" found the men of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company once again wearing the parade uniform. After breakfast, we traveled 


to the Fossvogur Cemetery for the unveiling and dedication of the new monu- 
ment. 


Participating were President Grimson of Iceland, Ambassador of the US 
Gadsden, RADM JohnJ. Waickwicz, USN, of NATO, the ambassadors of 14 other 
countries, Military personnel, several local dignitaries and of course 120 men of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Our own COL Bob Sheridan 
served as Master of Ceremonies. Chaplains BGEN Robert M. Durkee and COL 
Edward D. McCabe gave prayers and scripture readings. The keynote speakers 
were President Grimson, Ambassador Gadsden, RADM Waickwicz and Cap- 
tain Commanding George M. Morrison. 


All agreed this huge accomplishment was a great achievement by the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. We proudly represented ourselves, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the United States of America. All the 
credit for this goes to CPT Morrison. 


When the ceremonies concluded, we were hosted at the Reykjavik City Hall for 
a light reception. A couple of short remarks were made and a few gifts ex- 
changed. It was noted that RADM John J. Waickwicz grew up in Spencer, Mas- 
sachusetts. The Captain gave him a gift commemorating his heritage, which 
was arranged by our COL Charles Abdella, a justice in the Worcester Court. 


That evening the Company dinned at The Pearl Restaurant. This is a fine dining 
experience where we were joined by several of the Ambassadors who were 
with us during the morning. Guests also included many embassy officials. 


They all remarked how proud the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
made them feel. 


Thursday ~ October 9" 
Thursday, October 9" was a day for the Golden Circle Tour. We visited the site 
of the world’s first democratic parliament founded in 930, Lake Pingvallavatn, 
the largest lake in Iceland, the great Geyser area, where the geyser spouts up to 


30 meters high, and Gullfoss, considered the most impressive waterfall in Eu- 
rope. 


This evening no activities were planned but the Captain hosted a small group 
of staff members for dinner. 
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Friday ~ October 10" 
Friday the 10" of October was a full day of leisure. Many members took advan- 
tage of the many optional tours available. In the evening, we headed for the 
Town of Hafnarfjordur where a Viking Feast was waiting for us at the Fjorkrain 
Restaurant. A Viking atmosphere was great fun with schnapps, traditional 
singers, dancers, and entertainment. 


Saturday ~ October 11" 
Departure day, Saturday October 11", included a stop at the world famous 
Blue Lagoon. This is a spa with the warm waters from deep underground wells. 
It is known for the pure, organic water warmed by the earth. After relaxing in 
the beautiful soothing natural pool, the men enjoyed a nice lunch before going 
to the airport. There they boarded on Iceland Air flight #633 for a smooth safe 
return home.

At 0745 hours on Friday, July 4, 2003, the company assembled at the Union

Built in 1723, the Old North Church is Boston's oldest standing church, the 
most visited historic site in Boston and a National Historic Landmark. 


Two hundred and twenty-nine (229) years ago the lanterns were hung in the 
steeple of the Old North Church to signal Paul Revere that the British were 
leaving Boston...”one if by land ~ two if by sea”. 


On the evening of Sunday April 18, 2002, A delegation of nine (9) Ancients, 
under the command of Captain Commanding George M. Morrison led the 
processional into the church to celebrate this historical event.

Dr. Richard M. Freeland, President of Northeastern University, gave the 
principal address. 


Lighting of the Lanterns 
During the singing of America, the lanterns were carried into the steeple by 
Katherine Goodnight, 7" generation descendent of Robert Newman, the church 
sexton, who displayed the lanterns on April 18,1775

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PAUL REVERE’S RIDE 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow (1807-1882) 


Listen my children and you shall hear 
Of the midnight ride of Paul Revere, 
On the eighteenth of April, in Seventy-five; 
Hardly a man is now alive 
Who remembers that famous day and year. 


He said to his friend, “If the British march 
By land or sea from the town to-night, 
Hang a lantern aloft in the belfry arch 

Of the North Church tower as a signal light,- 
One if by land, and two if by sea; 
And I on the opposite shore will be, 
Ready to ride and spread the alarm 
Through every Middlesex village and farm, 
For the country folk to be up and to arm.” 


Then he said “Good-night!” and with muffled oar 

Silently rowed to the Charlestown shore, 
Just as the moon rose over the bay, 

Where swinging wide at her moorings lay 
The Somerset, British man-of-war; 

A phantom ship, with each mast and spar 

Across the moon like a prison bar, 
And a huge black hulk, that was magnified 
By its own reflection in the tide. 


Meanwhile, his friend through alley and street 
Wanders and watches, with eager ears, 
Till in the silence around him he hears 
The muster of men at the barrack door, 

The sound of arms, and the tramp of feet, 
And the measured tread of the grenadiers, 
Marching down to their boats on the shore. 
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Then he climbed the tower of the Old North Church, 
By the wooden stairs, with stealthy tread, 
To the belfry chamber overhead, 

And startled the pigeons from their perch 
On the sombre rafters, that round him made 
Masses and moving shapes of shade,— 
By the trembling ladder, steep and tall, 
To the highest window in the wall, 
Where he paused to listen and look down 
A moment on the roofs of the town 
And the moonlight flowing over all. 


Beneath, in the churchyard, lay the dead, 
In their night encampment on the hill, 
Wrapped in silence so deep and still 
That he could hear, like a sentinel’s tread, 
The watchful night-wind, as it went 
Creeping along from tent to tent, 
And seeming to whisper, “All is well!” 
A moment only he feels the spell 
Of the place and the hour, and the secret dread 
Of the lonely belfry and the dead; 
For suddenly all his thoughts are bent 
Ona shadowy something far away, 
Where the river widens to meet the bay,— 
A line of black that bends and floats 
On the rising tide like a bridge of boats. 


Meanwhile, impatient to mount and ride, 
Booted and spurred, with a heavy stride 
On the opposite shore walked Paul Revere. 
Now he patted his horse’s side, 

Now he gazed at the landscape far and near, 
Then, impetuous, stamped the earth, 
And turned and tightened his saddle girth; 
But mostly he watched with eager search 
The belfry tower of the Old North Church, 
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As it rose above the graves on the hill, 
Lonely and spectral and sombre and still. 
And lo! as he looks, on the belfry’s height 

A glimmer, and then a gleam of light! 
He springs to the saddle, the bridle he turns, 
But lingers and gazes, till full on his sight 
A second lamp in the belfry burns. 


A hurry of hoofs in a village street, 
A shape in the moonlight, a bulk in the dark, 
And beneath, from the pebbles, in passing, a spark 
Struck out by a steed flying fearless and fleet; 


That was all! And yet, through the gloom and the light, 


The fate of a nation was riding that night; 
And the spark struck out by that steed, in his flight, 
Kindled the land into flame with its heat. 

He has left the village and mounted the steep, 
And beneath him, tranquil and broad and deep, 
Is the Mystic, meeting the ocean tides; 

And under the alders that skirt its edge, 

Now soft on the sand, now loud on the ledge, 

Is heard the tramp of his steed as he rides. 


It was twelve by the village clock 
When he crossed the bridge into Medford town. 
He heard the crowing of the cock, 
And the barking of the farmer’s dog, 
And felt the damp of the river fog, 
That rises after the sun goes down. 


It was one by the village clock, 

When he galloped into Lexington. 
He saw the gilded weathercock 

Swim in the moonlight as he passed, 
And the meeting-house windows, black and bare, 

Gaze at him with a spectral glare, 

As if they already stood aghast 
At the bloody work they would look upon. 
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It was two by the village clock, 
When he came to the bridge in Concord town. 
He heard the bleating of the flock, 

And the twitter of birds among the trees, 
And felt the breath of the morning breeze 
Blowing over the meadow brown. 

And one was safe and asleep in his bed 
Who at the bridge would be first to fall, 
Who that day would be lying dead, 
Pierced by a British musket ball. 


You know the rest. In the books you have read 
How the British Regulars fired and fled,— 
How the farmers gave them ball for ball, 
From behind each fence and farmyard wall, 
Chasing the redcoats down the lane, 
Then crossing the fields to emerge again 
Under the trees at the turn of the road, 
And only pausing to fire and load. 


So through the night rode Paul Revere; 
And so through the night went his cry of alarm 
To every Middlesex village and farm,— 

A cry of defiance, and not of fear, 

A voice in the darkness, a knock at the door, 
And a word that shall echo for evermore! 
For, borne on the night-wind of the Past, 
Through all our history, to the last, 

In the hour of darkness and peril and need, 
The people will waken and listen to hear 
The hurrying hoof-beats of that steed, 
And the midnight message of Paul Revere. 


Henry Wadsworth Longfellow was born in Portland Maine in 1807. 

He developed a love of literature at a very early age. Graduating from Bowdoin 
College with the class of 1825, Longfellow became the first professor of modern 
languages at Bowdoin in 1829. Later he taught at Harvard University and resigned 
from there in 1854 to dedicate all his time to his writing 
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St George’s Dinner - London, England

Excerpt from the speech by 
ANTHONY J. PRINCIPI, Secretary of Veterans Affairs 


Thank you very much, Captain, the Honorable John Rankin. I thank you, 
Consul General; for Britain’s steadfast resolve with the United States of 
America for being such a great ally of our country. We certainly applaud 
the British people and the Prime Minister for standing side by side with 
Americans in the War on Terrorism. 


Captain Tom Hudner (CMH), I’m always honored to be in your presence, 
Captain Commanding Morrison, congratulations ona great year. Distin- 
guished members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, ladies 
and gentlemen, it is indeed an honor to be with you. 


As your Captain said, my first duty station after Annapolis was the Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy, and I was rather surprised that after being locked up for 
four years at Annapolis, they said my ship was coming up to Boston, to 
the shipyard at Charlestown. I thought I'd died and gone to heaven, and I 
came to love Boston ever since. So it’s really, wonderful to be back in this 
truly great city. Before I begin, I want to acknowledge a past great Ameri- 
can, someone who’s championed the very ideals that every member of this 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company represents, a man who's a 
steadfast supporter of our men and women in uniform, our nation’s veter- 
ans, a great man, a great president, Ronald Reagan. I know all America is 


feeling his loss. 


Yesterday I had the distinct honor to stand with President Bush and Mrs. 
Bush and President and Mrs. Chiraque to pay tribute to a truly extraordi- 
nary group of Americans who saved our world. They saved France, kept 
Western European civilization alive and put an end to the Holocaust. At 
the close of the war over 50 million people died during World War I, tens 
of thousands of men and women of the greatest generation at Normandy 
and Omaha Beach and Utah Beach. 


From where I stood yesterday, the vista across the beach and over the At- 
lantic was breathtakingly beautiful, but from where they stood 60 years 
ago, waist deep in grenades, an ocean tinted red, a mine-laden beach run- 
ning in blood, the vista then was far different for those young Americans, 
17,18 and 19 years old. Many had never seen combat before, but they had 
the determination to somehow transverse that beach, scale the walls and 


save our world. 
When you get to the top of the cliffs, you see 9,387 white marble crosses 
and Stars of David, and you know truly what the sacrifices are that they 


made on behalf of humanity. Of course I thought of my own father who 
spent three years in a submarine finding German tankers and German 
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ships in the Atlantic, and I tried to put myself into the boots of every World 
War II veteran who experienced combat from France to Algeria, from the 
North Sea to the Coral Sea, from Ploesti to the Philippines, from the Bulge 
to the Death March of Bataan to which 50,000 Americans were forced to 
endure after they were captured at the hands of Imperial Japan. 


The more I considered their lives and sacrifices six decades ago, the more I was 
filled with humility that comes when you stand in the presence of giants. They 
were courageous men and women who 60 years ago determined nothing less 
than the fate of freedom, the fate of our world. Atstake the very foundation of our 
nation, the principles, the ideals and the values that we hold so dear, and indeed, 
the past legacies of Washington, Jefferson, Jackson and Lincoln. 


To preserve that foundation, 400,000 Americans died on the battlefield and over 
700,000 were seriously wounded. Many more would die of their battlefield wounds 
years after the war ended. And the ceremonies, in fact, were humble witness to the 
lasting achievements of the men who served, of the men of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company’s veterans. The story of their generations, America’s 
beloved generation, is written boldly across the pages of our country’s history. Its 
chapters recount great deeds and tell of men and women making incredible sac- 
rifices, holding fast to American values, quiet virtues, a high standards of valor, 
perseverance and devotion. Demonstrating the values necessary to preserve all 
liberties in the world where freedom is never free. 


Our World War II veterans’ stories are more than personal testaments of bravery, 
dignities, honor and values of another time and another place. They really tell of 
America’s deep and binding heritage, an enduring hale of patriots who stood to 
the last man to defend American values 228 years ago throughout our history and 
even until this very day. Their stories speak to the essence of what it means to be 
an American. Charlie MacGillivary, U.S. Army, and George Street, U.S. Navy, two 
of the Company’s own Medal of Honor recipients for their valor in combat during 
World War II, each are worthy of chapters in our American story, as is my friend 
Tom Hudner for his Medal of Honor for gallantry in Korea which symbolizes a 


strong bond of selfless service that extends across the generations of heroes. Tom, 
Tsalute you. 


T want to commend the Ancient and Honorables for the tribute you pay to the lives 
of your comrades and to all of the men and women who have served our nation in 
uniform, whose ranks are filled with ordinary men and women who accomplished 
extraordinary things in democracy’s name. For 228 years a long line of service to 
country has been woven through the rich and diverse fabric of our nation by 
generations of patriots like the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, family by family, neighbor by neighbor, community by community, 
generation unto generation. Through selfless service and mortal sacrifice Ameri- 
can veterans from the Revolution to Operation Enduring Freedom, Operation 
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Iraqi Freedom, made it possible for us to gather here this evening united in pur- 
pose, devoted to freedom and dedicated to liberty. 


An overarching sense of unity, devotion, and dedication is at the heart of the 
Ancient and Honorable’ revered charter. It bears one common ideal, the compas- 
sion with which you hold for every man and woman who puts on our nation’s 
uniform. The Ancients reach out with compassion to service, to your comrades in 
World War II, Korea, Vietnam, and Desert Storm. Your community service pro- 
grams contribute immeasurably to our veterans and their families, and your com- 
mitment to honor the memories of veterans who are no longer with us links our 
21st century Ancients to the Militia Men of the 17th century 


I was particularly touched by the wonderful and moving account of the Ancient 

and Honorable memorial gift honoring the 228 Americans who died in Iceland 
during World War II. Such a noble gesture speaks to the Ancients’ unwavering 
commitment to veteran outreach across the decades. 


Your outreach multiplied 10,000-fold is reflected in our nation’s commitment to 
carry the granite and the bronze of the World War IT memorial in Washington D.C, 
to reach out to all of the 60 million men and women of World War II. If you were 
there, I’m sure you will testify to the memories that will not fade with time. So 
moving were the images of our most senior citizen soldiers being honored by 
fellow Americans, fellow citizens, young children who came to our nation’s capi- 
tal to pay tribute to this extraordinary generation of men and women. Those 
images are linked by an unbreakable chain of images from the homecomings of 
our nation’s newest warriors from Operation Enduring Freedom and Operation 
Iraqi Freedom. Our young citizen soldiers of today who are returning freedom 
and liberty to two war-torn nations. America’s magnificent Band of Brothers 
liberating the Iraqis and the Afghans from oppression, and we are returning to 
those nations their freedom, just as the Greatest Generation did so during World 
War II. 


The war on terrorism tests and tempers American's mettle and calls upon this 
newest generation to step forward and meet the new and different challenge to 
the values sustained by generations gone by. The proud contingent that today 
wears America’s uniform is bound to the Ancient and Honorables by military 
service given in freedom’s name. Our servicemen and women carry with them the 
enduring legacy of heroism bequeathed to them by the citizen soldiers who went 
before them. I thought I went and served and fought with the finest in Vietnam, 
but I’m absolutely convinced that the men and women wearing our uniform to- 
day who are on the ramparts of freedom, who are standing watch in Iraq and 
Afghanistan are the equal if not better than at any time in our nation’s history, 
and we should be very, very proud of them. 


I try to find time to visit with wounded soldiers, sailors and Marines at Walter 
Reed Army Hospital and Bethesda Naval Hospital. Before going to France for 
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60th anniversary, we stopped in Germany to visit with our wounded soldiers and 
Marines coming back from the combat military hospital at Lanstuhl in Germany. 
Ican tell you it’s heart wrenching to be with them, but it’s so inspiring to see their 
courage, the courage to overcome their serious wounds, and in so many cases all 
they want to do is get back with their fellow Marines and their troops in combat. 
They care so deeply about their mission. 


But I want to tell you a story about one young Marine, I met not too long ago at 
Bethesda Naval Hospital, this Marine was badly wounded at Nazaria, and he 
could barely talk, and he was alone. Most of the other Marines and soldiers had 
family or loved ones with them, but this Marine was by himself. So I tried to take 
a little extra time at his bedside. As I was about to leave, I placed a book on his 
chest, and I told him, I said, “Marine”, when you get better, I want you to read this 
book from cover to cover, because you've earned every benefit it gives.” And he 
gave me a little faint smile, and then he closed his hand, and I went on to the next 
Marine in his room, spent some time with him, also badly wounded in Nazaria. 
He had his family there, which I was very happy to see. 


ButasI was leaving, I noticed that the first Marine had somehow managed to pick 
up the book and was reading it. Pleased, I went back to him, and I said, “I’m so 
happy to know that you're reading the book.” And he was pointing to one provi- 
sion, and he said to me, “That's all I want. That's all I want,” and I tried to 
understand what he was pointing to, and I looked down and grabbed his hand. 
And he was pointing to the provision that would allow him to become a United 
States citizen immediately because of his battlefield wounds. I thought to myself 
how very blessed America is to not only have young men and women from every 
corner of this great nation, small town, large cities like Boston, farms and villages, 
but also to have non-citizens coming to this country and are willing to sacrifice 
their life for the right to be called a United States citizen. 


I thought to myself how very important our work is at the Department of Veterans 
Affairs to ensure that when they come home, irrespective of whether they serve in 
war or peace, that we do everything in our power to take care of them, and that is 
indeed our most important mission. I feel very strongly about that. Today we 
have, for the first time, full-time VA staff in our military hospitals, at Walter Reed 
in Bethesda and at Lanstuhl, to ensure that no one falls through the cracks. We 
have full-time staff on 136 military bases across America to make it easier for our 
young heroes who are leaving active duty to get into the VA system without 
having to wait months upon months to gain access to the VA health care system or 
to get the benefits that they rightfully deserve 


That is our mission, and the only reason why we exist, to care for these heroes 
who have served this nation so very, very well throughout our long and glorious 


history. We cannot — we cannot afford to fail, because if we do, we'll fail them, 
and they have not failed us. 
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A few minutes ago I spoke of those ordinary soldiers and sailors who managed to 
save our world in World War II and looked into the eyes of these common men and 
women who did extraordinary things, and Isaw much in their eyes to strengthen 
my faith in our great republic. America does raise up good men and women who 
are unafraid, have never been afraid to heed freedom’s call, no matter the price 
that might be paid. And, indeed, since the founding of our republic, 1,000,000 
men and women have fallen on our battlefields. Millions of others have been 
seriously wounded. 


As I looked to the faces of those thousands upon thousands of magnificent men 
and women at Normandy, I was reminded of the words of a great American, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, who was wounded three times at the Battle of Ball’s 
Bluff, Chancellors Ville and Antietam during the Civil War. After the Civil War, he 
came back to become a great American philosopher, and in my mind the most 
esteemed jurist on the United States Supreme Court. After the war, he spoke to his 
regiment 30 years after the Civil War had ended, and he said, “As I look into your 
eyes, | feel as I always do, that great trial of your youth made you different, made 
all of us different from what we could have been without it. It made us feel the 
brotherhood of man. It made us citizens of the world and not of a little town. And 
best of all,” He said, “Best of all, it made us believe in something else besides 
doing the best for ourselves and getting all the loaves and fishes we can.” 


So tonight, as I look at you and I look into your eyes, I see citizens whose service in 
uniform earned you the honored title of American veteran, whose dedication 
entitles you to the eternal gratitude of your fellow countryman and women, and 
whose examples of courage, loyalty and most importantly good citizenship, 
whether you served in the military or not, good citizenship to your community 
and to your nation and to your world, provides us with the strength that we need 
in this nation to continue forward. Thank you so very, very much for the honor to 
speak to this wonderful organization. God bless you

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MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
2003-2004 


Commencing with the first meeting of the 2003-2004 Company year on 
June 9, 2003, a total of twelve Membership Committee meetings were con- 
ducted including special meetings in August, December and January. In 
consultation with the Membership Support Committee, it had been antici- 
pated that upwards of fifty (50) to sixty (60) applicant interviews would 
be required over the course of the year. Special meetings were scheduled 
to preclude a backlog and the subsequent waiting time to induct new mem- 
bers. The planning aspect worked quite well as there were few if any de- 
lays from the time a new candidate’s application had been processed. 


The number of potential candidates dropped sharply in the spring result- 
ing in the cancellation of the final two pre-scheduled Committee meetings. 
In actual fact, forty-four (44) interviews were scheduled for the meetings 
that were conducted but as a result of “no shows” and rescheduling into 
the following Company year, thirty-seven (37) candidates were interviewed 
and subsequently inducted into the Company. 


In addition, the applications of nine (9) Right of Descent Members were 
approved and processed. 


Two issues of importance were addressed and communicated to the 
Company with approval of the Captain Commanding. The first was the 
matter of new applicants being properly educated and prepared for the 
interview. This is the primary responsibility of the Sponsor and it was 
made known to the Members of the Company that the interview of any 
member not adequately prepared would be terminated and rescheduled. 
The second problem dealt with prospective candidates either failing to 
appear for their scheduled interview or calling at the last moment to cancel 
or reschedule. This result in the time slot for that interview being 
irretrievably lost and the reschedule causing a “snowball” effect.

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MILITARY MUSEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE 
The committee held seven (7) Meetings during the year. 
A grant for $2400 was received from Massachusetts Society of Cincinnati. 


A major expense this year was for the construction of a wall and installa- 
tion of a door between the Museum and the Sergeants’ room. The renova- 
tions allowed for the addition of two (2) display cases. Cost of the cases 
was $5546. The 2002-2003 Sergeants funded the carpentry work, for the

In August, the floors of the Armory were professionally refurbished. An- 
cient volunteers and The Sergeants 2003-2004 performed the task of re- 
moving and replacing items from the floors.

As of May 31, 2004 the total amount of funds under the control of the Permanent 
Fund was...$2,414,967.58 included in this figure is $209,236.84 of the Rioux 
Fund 


The outstanding debt owed to the Permanent Fund, as a result of the cancellation 
of the 292" Fall Field Day Tour of Duty in 2001 was reduced by $20,000. 
$10,000. from the Finance Committee and $10,000 coming from the Rioux Fund. 
The outstanding balance is now $30,000. 
The permanent Fund gave $83,990.25 to the Company. 


The members of the Permanent Fund met continuously through the year with 
their advisor, Captain Paul Knouse of Merrill Lynch and representatives from 
Emerson Investments. 


The Trustees reviewed the investment policy and after much discussion, adjusted 
several areas to generate additional funds for the Company. 


The past year was difficult in the investment sector. The country experienced the 
highest trade deficit in our history, along with the highest domestic deficit, and it 
continued to grow. Interest rates remained low as the price of fuel continued to 
rise. The dollar continued to lose ground with the Euro and other currencies. A 


bright note, companies are beginning to issue dividends again which should 
help the portfolio.

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HISTORICAL CHRONOLOGY - Yesterday and today 


Chartered in 1638, The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was 
the first Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere. They 
are the third oldest chartered military organization in the world proudly 
following the Guardia Svizzera Pontifica (Vatican of Swiss Guard) char- 
tered in 1506 and the Honourable Artillery Company of London, char- 
tered in 1537. 


Formation of the Company 


After the landing of the Pilgrims on Plymouth Rock in 1620, settlements 
increased and spread. However, there wasn’t an organized military force 
to protect the settlers from the Indians. Adequate military protection was 
a matter of serious consideration. Although towns had militia units, they 
were neither trained nor coordinated. The groups formed, using local 
volunteers, were not organized for any joint action or centralized authority. 


There was a period of unrest in the old Town of Boston, during which time 
the right to bear arms in their homes was denied certain citizens. 


However, many of the men had been members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company in London, a military group that was organized and ehartaied 
in 1527. It was only natural that the military training they had received in 
the London Company would lead them to form a similar organization. In 
1637, a group of men from Boston petitioned the General Court to forma 
military company for instruction in discipline and tactics for existing and 
future militias.

Governor Winthrop refused their initi f al 
t the establishment of a military 


religious reasons as well as concern tha 
force might overthrow the civil power. However, on March 13, 1638, and 
after some controversy, their second petition was granted. 17 years after 
the landing of the Pilgrims on Plymouth Rock, the Great and General Court 
of Massachusetts Bay and Governor John Winthrop granted the Military 
Company of Massachusetts a Charter. 
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It was a generous grant, allowing the new Company to elect their own 
officers, it also guaranteed that no other military activity could take place 
on their training days. In addition, they were given pieces of land in both 
New Hampshire and the western part of Massachusetts. 


First Election 


On the first Monday in June, following the signing of the Charter, an election 
of Officers was held on Boston Common. At that time, the Common was 
an open field leading down to the Charles River. The most convenient 
place for them to cast their ballots was on the head of the drum, which was 
placed in front of the Company. This voting tradition has been maintained 
through the years. 


First Officers 


There is a painting in the A& HAC Museum of the First Muster depicting 
the election of the first Company officers. Governor John Winthrop, the 
Reverend Cotton and military members of the Governor’s Council formed 
the reviewing party on that memorable day.

Background of the First Members of the Company 


Members of the Company were well respected and represented the social, 
civil and military life of the Colony. They were the men instrumental in 
organizing churches and supporting them, some prominent in framing 
and administering of the laws while others can be credited with the 
introduction of manufacturing and the extension of trade in Boston. In 
addition, they were the chief military minds of the Colony and among the 
first in its defense. Many of them were public benefactors contributing 
and sharing their wealth in areas of education, religion and charity. 


The members of the Company trod the field of every battlefield of New 
England: they fought for freedom, judged the courts, they pleaded at the 
bar, instituted town government, leveled forests and were active in set- 
tling the towns of the frontier. 
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Ninety percent of the Company was loyal to the Colonies during the 
American Revolution, and by their experience in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company they served on every battlefield where the 
banner of Massachusetts waved. 


The founding members established missions, set standards and created 
traditions that are acknowledged and performed today. The Company 
provided an important source of manpower, leaders who served the 
Commonwealth and the country for over 250 years. 


Name of the Company Evolves 


Incorporated as The Military Company of Massachusetts, around 1690 
the militia was often referred to as the Artillery Company and the word 
Honorable was used along with Artillery. During an Election Day sermon, 
the preacher used the term “this ancient and honorable artillery” and the 
name has been used ever since. 


Today 


The Ancient and Honorable Company of Massachusetts is still organized 
as a militia of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The Company counts 
among its members many military people, veterans and serving members 
of the Armed Forces of the United States. Some of the members were called 
to active service, in support of our national defense, following the terrorist 
attacks on the World Trade Building in New York City on September 11, 
2001. 


While there is no membership requirement to have served in the military, a 
great many of the members have done so and with distinction. Members 
currently on the roles have served in every war from WWII to the present. 
Historically, members of this Company have served in every Massachusetts 
colonial war and national conflict since 1638. Those members who have 
not worn the uniform have given support to our armed forces by their very 
membership in this organization and their material support of military 
service organizations. 
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With the creation of the National Guard and the federalization of officer 
training in the early twentieth century, The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company entered a new phase. The mission of the company 
evolved and was adjusted to a supportive role in preserving the historic 
and patriotic traditions of our city, Commonwealth and Nation. 


Patriotism 


The Company participates and stands for the values of service to our na- 
tion, the Constitution and promoting our nation’s principals and beliefs 
upon which this country was founded. They are a patriotic organization. 
The Company adding a measure of pomp and pageantry to the great events 
of our city, participating in parades, special commemorations, serving as 
an honor guard to the Governor of the Commonwealth as well as protect- 
ing and promoting our Nation’s Principles. 


Rich in tradition, every 4" of July, the Captain of the A&HAC appears on 
the balcony of the Old State House to read the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, continuing a tradition dating back to July 18, 1776, when Colonel 


Thomas Crafts, a member of the A&HAC, performed this duty for the first 
time. 


Service 


By Words, deeds and financial support The Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company is committed to community service and military personnel. 
The Company is deeply committed to supporting the Marine Corps’ Toys 
for Tots program for underprivileged children, on-going support for the 
USO and for special charitable causes as they arise. Individual members 
are known for their contributions and donation of their time and resources 
assisting churches, community activities and charitable organizations. 


Historic Preservation 


The company, in and of itself, is living history... keeping alive traditions 
and values dating to 1638 and before. They maintain and add to a unique 
museum in their Armory in Faneuil Hall. The museum is open to the public 
on weekdays. Guests will find displays of military uniforms, firearms, 
swords, artwork, artifacts, memorabilia, awards and other relics from all 
engagements involving members of the Company 
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International Goodwill and Friendships 


For over 100 years this Company has represented the Commonwealth and 
the Nation on numerous overseas trips all over this world. In 1896 the 
Company sailed to England to visit the Honorable Artillery Company of 
London to forge and establish a renewed connection of friendship with 
their HAC comrades. 


In 1911 the Company left the Continent on their tour of duty to sail to 
Bermuda. 1954 would be the year that the Company flew for the first time, 
returning to England. Since 1952, most of the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
have taken place outside of the United States. The company has traveled 
extensively: Russia, South Africa, most countries in Europe, South America, 
Australia, Korea, Thailand, Austria, Slovakia, Iceland, as well as many of 
the Mediterranean and Scandinavian countries. 


During their FFDTD, they exchange military courtesies with the local 
militia or military unit. During their visit they recognize some outstanding 
symbol(s) of military significance, performing wreath-laying ceremonies 
and even install monuments in tribute to fallen comrades. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery works with and contributes to the 
efforts of the Departments of State and Defense to further relationships 
with developed countries and develop new friendships with emerging 
democracies of Eastern Europe. 


Fraternal 


The Ancient and Honorable Company is a fraternal organization com- 
prised of men with common interests who enjoy each other’s company. 
They are men representing the living proof of the American dream. Their 
members represent many ethnic groups and religions. They are business- 
men, soldiers, learned professionals, educators and clergy who share a 
love for each other, the Company and they strive to uphold the best tradi- 
tions of those who went before them. 
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Military Service and Support 


The Company is a military company in that it is organized as a militia 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. They count among their 
members many military people, veterans and serving members of the 
Armed Forces of the United States. 


Historically, members of this Company have served in every Massachu- 
setts colonial war and national conflict since 1638. Members, currently on 
the roster of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts, have served in every war from WWII to the present as they continue 
to uphold the best traditions of those who went before them.

Robert Keayne 


The First Captain Commanding of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company was Robert Keayne. Born in 1595, in Windsor, England, his 
interests led him toward a career in merchant tailoring. He moved to Lon- 
don in 1615 and was admitted into the membership of the Merchant Tailor 
Corporation. It was during this time period Robert Keayne joined the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London in 1623. 


In 1635, at the age of 40, he immigrated to Boston, via the ship “Defence”. 
He established his home and his workrooms at the southeast corner of 
today’s State and Washington Streets and began to prosper far beyond the 
average colonist. 


Two years after arriving in America he was one of the organizers of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. After Governor Winthrop 
granted the Charter of the Military Company of Massachusetts in 1638, 
Robert Keayne was elected as the first Captain. 


Keayne, a popular man in Boston, thrived financially and he was extremely 
generous with his wealth. He provided endowments to Harvard College 
and the Boston Public School and donated monies for a public market, a 
Town House, toward waterworks and a library. He was charitable to the 
Church and it’s ministers in addition to bestowing financial aid to the 
elderly, his military Company, his servants and workmen. The list of re- 
cipients of his donations was endless. 


His was undoubtedly Boston’s greatest philanthropist in his time. Many 
tales are told of his shrewd business acumen. His lengthy will (53 page, 
51,000 words) made further donations to many of his earlier beneficiaries 
along with the land for the Town House plus 300 Pounds towards it’s 
construction. His will also specified that a room should be set aside, in the 
Towne House, to shelter the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 


and, moreover, contained wise, far-seeing counsel to the Company and its 
posterity. 


Captain Keayne died in 1655 and is buried in King’s Chapel Burying 
Ground in Boston.

The original meeting place for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany was the Town House, built in 1659. Robert Keayne, the first com- 
mander to the Company made provisions in his will for the construction 
of amarket. His will also stipulated space was to be set aside for a meet- 
ing room and an armory for use in both winter and summer for the Mili- 
tary Company. 


On August 1, 1657, the town’s building committee accepted Thomas Joy’s 
architectural design for the construction of the building. The structure 
was to be sixty-one feet by thirty- six feet and built in the open space at the 
head of what is now State Street. The contract was issued to Mr. Joy, a 
member of the Military Company of Massachusetts. The building was 
completed and occupied by 1658. 


The first “Capitol” of Massachusetts stood for a half Century before it was 
destroyed by fire in 1711. It was rebuilt in 1713 to house Town and Pro- 
vincial governments as well as the Military Company. 


In 1742, merchant Peter Faneuil. provided funding for a structure at the 
Town Dock. Designed and built by John Smibert, the building was named 
after it’s benefactor and was called Faneuil Hall. The facility included an 
open market with meeting space for town gatherings. 


Ancients transfer to Faneuil Hall 


By 1746, space in the Town Hall was at a premium and the Ancients were 
transferred to Faneuil Hall. Unfortunately, Faneuil Hall was destroyed by 
fire in 1761. This time, it was reconstructed through funds collected in a 
public lottery. Faneuil Hall soon became a center of politics. The Sons of 
Liberty, Samuel Adams, James Otis and Dr. Joseph Warren stirred political 
opposition and planned revolutionary activities within the building. Their 
political maneuverings earned Faneuil Hall its long-standing nickname, 
“Cradle of Liberty”. 


By 1800. the building became too small to serve the needs of the city and 
Faneuil Hall did not have sufficient space for the Company to have an 
Armory or a meeting room. They were generally holding their meetings at 
a tavern in town and drilled on the Common. 
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In 1805, Charles Bulfinch, the architect for the new State House was se- 
lected to expand the hall and redesign the interior. He doubled the width 
of the building and added a third story with additional space above the 
Great Hall. 

The additional space, which could be considered a 4" floor is home to the 
A&HAC. “The Tuscan and Doric pilasters of the first and second stories 
were continued in the new work and an Ionic order provided for the new 
third story”. 


He wrote, in his plans, “Above the Great Hall is another, 76 foot long and 
30 feet wide devoted to the exercise of the different military corps of the 
town, with a number of apartments on each side for depositing their arms, 
where those of the several companies are arranged and kept in perfect 
order”. The Ancients occupied one of those apartments. 


Although the 1822 city charter ended government by town meeting, Faneuil 
Hall remained the center of Boston’s commerce and political activities 
well into the next Century. 


By 1880, most militia units had moved from Faneuil Hall leaving the An- 
cients as the sole occupants of the fourth floor. By 1895, the building 
needed extensive structural repairs. A new foundation was put in place 
and the wooden roof beams were replaced with steel trusses. The armory 
was widened by 18 feet, columns were changed and space redefined. 


By the early 1970s Faneuil Hall had again fallen into disrepair and almost 
all the merchants had vacated the building. Mayor Kevin White entered 
into a public-private partnership with Maryland developer James Rouse 
to create a “festival marketplace.” By August of 1976, Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ketplace opened as part of the city’s bicentennial celebration. Merchants 
offering food anda variety of Boston memorabilia opened on the first floor. 
The second floor continued as Great Hall, under the auspices of the Na- 


tional Parks and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company retained 
the top floor. 


Another major restoration of the building in 1990 forced the A&HAC to 
move their headquarters to the Coast Guard Base fora period of two (2) 
years. In September of 1992 the Company finally returned home and settled 
comfortably into their refurbished quarters. The 4" Floor is the headquar- 


ters and home for the Museum, Library and Armory of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company.

James Monroe 
5th President of the United States 
4 March 1817 to 4 March 1825 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he was received with great 
enthusiasm and was provided with a military escort. It was on this visit 
that President Monroe was enrolled a member of the A&HAC on 30 June 
1817 and was then elected an Honorary Member, the highest distinction 
which the Company can bestow. 


After serving as Secretary of War and Secretary of State, Monroe succeeded 
President Madison. He was the 4th Virginian to serve as President. There was 
little political strife during his term of office and his administration is known as 
the “era of good feelings.” Upon re-election Monroe received all but one vote of 
the electoral votes. An elector from New Hampshire declared that only George 
Washington should have the honor of a unanimous election and he cast the 
dissenting vote. 


Chester Alan Arthur 


21st President of the United States 
20 September 1881 to 4 March 1885 


In 1882, The Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was celebrated in Marshfield on 
account of the centennial celebration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. 
The Company had been invited to do escort duty to the President of the 
United States. It was on the occasion of this pleasant duty that President 
Arthur was enrolled a member of the A®HAC on 12 October 1882, and 
was then elected an Honorary Member, the highest distinction which the 
Company can bestow. 


Chester Alan Arthur was born in Vermont in 1830. A lawyer in New York City, 
he was prominent because of his successes in two suits involving and assisting 
Negroes. In 1881, as Vice President, Arthur assumed the office of President 
when an assassin's bullet ended President Garfield's life. When his term expired 
in 1885, he retired to New York, where he lived less than two years, dying on 
November 18, 1886. 
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Calvin Coolidge 
30" President of the United States 
3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 


As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge had been the Commander- 
in-Chief of the A&HAC. During his administration he won the high regard 
and admiration of all thoughtful men and women. He stood firmly for the 
principles of our Company had advocated during its existence. For these 
reasons, President Coolidge was enrolled as a member of A&HAC on 5 
May 1924 and was then elected an Honorary Member. 


In 1923, Vice President Calvin Coolidge was sworn into the office of 
President upon hearing the news of President Harding’s death. Although 
he was born in Vermont, he graduated from Amherst College and begana 
law practice in Massachusetts. He entered local politics, served in the 
Massachusetts House of Representative, the Senate, as the Lieutenant 
Governor and as Governor of Massachusetts in 1919 and 1920. He attained 
national prominence with his handling of the Boston Police Strike in 1919. 
In 1920 he was nominated at the Republican National Convention for the 
vice presidency of the United States. He choose not to run for President in 
1928 and returned to residence in Northampton, MA, where he lived until 
his death in January 1933. 


John F. Kennedy 
35th President of the United States 
20 January 1961 to 22 November 1963 


John F. Kennedy was enrolled as member of the A&HAC on 16 April 1956 
and elected as an Honorary Member on 3 April 1961. On the occasion of 
his Inaugural as President on 20 January 1961, seventy-five officers and 


Hs ae proudly participated in the Inaugural Parade in Washington, 


At 43 he was the youngest man ever elected to the Presidency and the first Roman 
Catholic. Commander of a PT boat in World War II, he had received the Navy 
and Marine Corps Medal for gallantry in action. He was elected to Congress in 
1946 and to the Senate in 1952 and 1958. 


On November 22, 1963, President Kennedy was shot twice as his motorcade 
traveled through the street of Dallas, Texas. The President died within the hour. 
The accused assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, was captured the same day, two days 
later he was shot and killed before he could be brought to trial. : : 
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CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL OF HONOR 


General George Washington established the first formal military system 
for rewarding acts of individual meritorious actions on August 7, 1782. 
Records indicated only three (3) Sergeants were awarded the Badge of Mili- 
tary Merit. 


The award fell into disuse after the Revolutionary War (1775-1783). Dur- 
ing the Mexican-American War, (1846~ 1848) a “certificate of merit,” with- 
out a medal, was awarded. The “certificate”, discontinued after the war 
meant there was no military award with which to recognize the nation’s 
fighting men. 


Early in the Civil War (December 21, 1861), President Abraham Lincoln 
signed a bill into law to allow for a medal in recognition of “courage in 
strife.” Six (6) months later, a resolution was passed making members of 
the army eligible for a medal for gallantry in action and other soldier like 
qualities. 


Although created for the Civil War, Congress made the Medal of Honora 
permanent decoration in 1863. Eventually, other branches of the military 
service were included in the legislation. 


The President, in the name of Congress, has awarded close to 3400 Medals 
of Honor to our nation’s bravest Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen, Marines, and 
Coast Guardsmen since the decoration’s creation in 1861.

Major George H. Maynard 


Civil War - 13 December 1862 
Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia - Date of issue: 1898 


Citation: “A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on the skir- 
mish line, this soldier voluntarily returned to the front under a severe fire 
and carried the wounded man to a place of safety.” 


Born in 1835 in Waltham, Massachusetts, George Henry Maynard, enlisted 
as a private in the 13'* Massachusetts infantry and was assigned to Com- 
pany D. 

In January1864, he was commissioned as a Captain in the 82™ Regiment 
of U.S. Colored Infantry, was promoted to Brevet Major in 1865 for distin- 
guished and meritorious service. He mustered out in September of 1866. 


Major Maynard served the A& HAC as First Sergeant of infantry in 1879 
and then as 4" Sergeant in1887. He died in Waltham on December 26, 
1927, at the age of 91 years.

Corporal Lowell M. Maxham 


Civil War - 3 May 1863 
Battle of Marye’s Heights, Virginia — Date of issue: 24 August 1896 


i cape Though severely wounded, facing deadly fire from the enemy at 
short range, he rushed bravely forward and was among the first to enter 
the enemy s works on the crest of Marye’s Heights and helped to plant his 
regimental colors there. 


Lowell Mason Maxham was born in 1841 in South Carver. Massachusetts. 
Assigned as a Private in the 7’ Massachusetts. As a corporal he had 
numerous battle campaigns prior to the victory at Battle of Marye’s 
Heights. Promoted to Color Sergeant, Maxham, badly wounded took the 
flag into a second battle of the day at Salem Heights. Wounded again and 
carried from the battlefield disabled for life, he was discharged due to his 
injuries in August 1863. 


In 1891, Corporal Maxham served the A&HAC as 3 Sergeant of Infantry. 
On February 13, 1931, he dies in Boston, Massachusetts at the age of 89. 
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Third AHAC - Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
Colonel Francis S. Hesseltine 


Civil War - 29-30 December 1863 
Matagorda Bay, Texas - Date of issue: 2 March 1895 


Citation: In command of a detachment of 100 men, conducted a reconnais- 
sance for two (2) days, baffling and beating back an attacking force of 
more than a thousand (1000) Confederate cavalry, and regained his trans- 
port without loss. 


Francis Snow Hesseltine , a member of the 13" Maine Infantry was born in 
Bangor, Maine. He was a lawyer by profession and the author of an article 
entitled, “Amusing The Enemy” which appeared in Volume I of Civil War 
Papers published by the Loyal Legion in1893. 


Colonel Hesseltine was a member of the A&AHC for many years prior to 
his passing. He died in Newtonville, Massachusetts on February 17, 1916 


at 83 years old. 


Fourth AHAC - Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
Colonel Garner C. Hawkins 


Civil War - 2 April 1865 
Battle of Petersburg, Virginia - Date of issue: 30 September 1893 


Citation: “When the lines were wavering from the well-directed fire of the 
enemy, this officer, acting adjutant of the regiment, sprang forward, and 
with encouraging words cheered the soldiers on and, although danger- 
ously wounded, refused to leave the field until the enemy’s works were 


” 


taken. 


Born in Pomfret, Vermont in 1846, Gardner Chandler Hawkins rose to the 
rank of First Lieutenant in Company E 3% Vermont Infantry. Possessing 
numerous battle citations he won the Medal of Honor during the last days 
of the war. The wound he received resulted in the loss of an eye. In 1894, 
he earned the rank of Colonel by serving on the Military Staff of His Excel- 
lency Frederic T. Greenhalge, Governor of Massachusetts and Commander- 
in-Chief of the A&HAC.

World War II-April 14, 1945 
Harbor of Qualpart, off the coast of Korea: 


Citation: For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty as commanding officer of the U.S.S. 
Tirante during the first war patrol of that vessel against enemy Japanese 
surface forces in the harbor of Quelpart Island, off the coast of Korea, on 
14 April 1945. With the crew at surface battle stations, Comdr. (then it. 
Comdr.) Street approached the hostile anchorage from the south within 
1,200 yards of the coast to complete a reconnoitering circuit of the island. 
Leaving the 10-fathom curve far behind he penetrated the mined and shoal- 
obstructed waters of the restricted harbor despite numerous patrolling 
vessels and in defiance of 5 shore-based radar stations and menacing air- 
craft. Prepared to fight it out on the surface if attacked, Comdr. Street went 
into action, sending 2 torpedoes with deadly accuracy into a large Japa- 
nese ammunition ship and exploding the target in a mountainous and 
blinding glare of white flames. With the Tirante instantly spotted by the 
enemy as she stood out plainly in the flare of light, he ordered the torpedo 
data computer set up while retiring and fired his last 2 torpedoes to disin- 
tegrate in quick succession the leading frigate and a similar flanking ves- 
sel. Clearing the gutted harbor at emergency full speed ahead, he slipped 
undetected along the shoreline, diving deep as a pursuing patrol dropped 
a pattern of depth charges at the point of submergence. His illustrious 
record of combat achievement during the first war patrol of the Tirante 
characterizes Comdr. Street asa daring and skilled leader and reflects the 


highest credit upon himself, his valiant command, and the U.S. Naval 
Service. 


George Levick Street ITI was born in 1913 in Richmond, Virginia. A gradu- 
ate of the Naval Academy, he was commission an ensign when he gradu- 
ated in June of 1913.In addition to the Congressional Medal Of Honor, he 
received the Navy Cross, Two (2) Silver Stars, Presidential Unit Citation 
and the Submarine Combat Insignia. Recognition was bestowed for a se- 


se submarine patrols against the Japanese commencing in the early

Sixth AHAC - Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
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Captain Thomas J. Hudner, Jr 
Korean War - 4 December 1950 
Chosen Reservoir area of Korea 


Citation: For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty as a pilot in Fighter Squadron 32, while 
attempting to rescue a squadron mate whose plane struck by antiaircraft 
fire and trailing smoke, was forced down behind enemy lines. Quickly 
maneuvering to circle the downed pilot and protect him from enemy troops 
infesting the area, Lt. (J.G.) Hudner risked his life to save the injured flier 
who was trapped alive in the burning wreckage. Fully aware of the ex- 
treme danger in landing on the rough mountainous terrain and the scant 
hope of escape or survival in subzero temperature, he put his plane down 
skillfully in a deliberate wheels-up landing in the presence of enemy troops. 
With his bare hands, he packed the fuselage with snow to keep the flames 
away from the pilot and struggled to pull him free. Unsuccessful in this, 
he returned to his crashed aircraft and radioed other airborne planes, 
requesting that a helicopter be dispatched with an ax and fire extinguisher. 
He then remained on the spot despite the continuing danger from enemy 
action and, with the assistance of the rescue pilot, renewed a desperate 
but unavailing battle against time, cold, and flames. Lt. (J.G.) Hudner’s 
exceptionally valiant action and selfless devotion to a shipmate sustain 
and enhance the highest traditions of the U.S. Naval Service. 


A Lieutenant (J.G.) in the United States Navy, Hudner was a pilot in Fighter 
Squadron 32, attached to U.S.S. Leyte in 1950. 


Captain Hudner was born August 31, 1924 in Fall River, Massachusetts. 
He was enrolled as a member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany on April 17, 1990.

Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary 


World War II —- 1 January 1945 
Woelfling, France 


Citation: He led a squad when his unit moved forward in darkness to meet 
the threat of a breakthrough by elements of the 17th German Panzer Grena- 
dier Division. Assigned to protect the left flank, he discovered hostile troops 
digging in. As he reported this information, several German machineguns 
opened fire, stopping the American advance. Knowing the position of the 
enemy, Sgt. MacGillivary volunteered to knock out 1 of the guns while 
another company closed in from the right to assault the remaining strong 
points. He circled from the left through woods and snow, carefully worked 
his way to the emplacement and shot the 2 camouflaged gunners at a range 
of 3 feet as other enemy forces withdrew. Early in the afternoon of the same 
day, Sgt. MacGillivary was dispatched on reconnaissance and found that 
Company I was being opposed by about 6 machineguns reinforcing a com- 
pany of fanatically fighting Germans. His unit began an attack but was 
pinned down by furious automatic and small arms fire. With a clear idea of 
where the enemy guns were placed, he voluntarily embarked on a lone 
combat patrol. Skillfully taking advantage of all available cover, he stalked 
the enemy, reached a hostile machinegun and blasted its crew witha gre- 
nade. He picked up a submachine gun from the battlefield and pressed on 
to within 10 yards of another machinegun, where the enemy crew discov- 
ered him and feverishly tried to swing their weapon into line to cut him 
down. He charged ahead, jumped into the midst of the Germans and killed 
them with several bursts. Without hesitation, he moved on to still another 
machinegun, creeping, crawling, and rushing from tree to tree, until close 
enough to tossa grenade into the emplacement and close with its defend- 
ers. He dispatched this crew also, but was himself seriously wounded. 
Through his indomitable fighting spirit, great initiative, and utter disre- 
gard for personal safety in the face of powerful enemy resistance, Sgt. 
MacGillivary destroyed four hostile machineguns and immeasurably 
helped his company to continue on its mission with minimum casualties. 


Born in Canada, Sergeant MacGillivary became a US citizen. A member of 
the U.S. Army, Company I, 71st Infantry, 44th Infantry Division, he lost his 
left arm in combat at the Battle of the Bulge in France. Sergeant Charles A. 
MacGillivary, enrolled as a member of the A@HAC on April 6, 1992, passed 
away at age of 83 on June 24, 2000. He was buried at Arlington National 
Cemetery ina funeral reserved for only military heroes.

Vietnam War - June 15, 1969 
Ong Muong Canal, Kien Hoa Province, Republic of Vietnam 


Citation: For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty in the afternoon while serving as com- 
mander of River Assault Division 152 during combat operations against 
enemy aggressor forces. Lt. Comdr. (then Lt.) Kelley was in charge of a 
column of 8 river assault craft, which were extracting 1 company of U.S. 
Army infantry troops on the east bank of the Ong Muong Canal in Kien 
Hoa province, when 1 of the armored troop carriers reported a mechanical 
failure of a loading ramp. At approximately the same time, Viet Cong forces 
opened fire from the opposite bank of the canal. After issuing orders for 
the crippled troop carrier to raise its ramp manually, and for the remain- 
ing boats to form a protective cordon around the disabled craft, Lt. Comdr. 
Kelley realizing the extreme danger to his column and its inability to clear 
the ambush site until the crippled unit was repaired, boldly maneuvered 
the monitor in which he was embarked to the exposed side of the protec- 
tive cordon in direct line with the enemy’s fire, and ordered the monitor to 
commence firing. Suddenly, an enemy rocket scored a direct hit on the 
coxswain’s flat, the shell penetrating the thick armor plate, and the explo- 
sion spraying shrapnel in all directions. Sustaining serious head wounds 
from the blast, which hurled him to the deck of the monitor, Lt. Cmdr. 
Kelley disregarded his severe injuries and attempted to continue directing 
the other boats. Although unable to move from the deck or to speak clearly 
into the radio, he succeeded in relaying his commands through 1 of his 
men until the enemy attack was silenced and the boats were able to move 
to an area of safety. Lt. Comdr. Kelley’s brilliant leadership, bold initia- 
tive, and resolute determination served to inspire his men and provide the 
impetus needed to carry out the mission after he was medically evacuated 
by helicopter. His extraordinary courage under fire, and his selfless devo- 
tion to duty sustain and enhance the finest traditions of the U.S. Naval 
Service. 


Captain Thomas Gunning Kelley was born in Boston Massachusetts on 
May 13, 1939. He was enrolled, on June 28, 1999, as a member of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.

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STAIRWAY OF THE CONSTITUTION 


The headquarters of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is located on 
the 4" floor of Faneuil Hall. In its Armory, the company maintains a Military 
Museum and Library, which is without equal in the United States. There are 
relics of every war in which this Country has engaged in, since it’s settlement. 
Many are Museum pieces and have been on display at various times in the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 


A stairway from the floor of the Armory leads to the Captains Quarters. 
Referred to as the Stairway of the Constitution it has thirteen riserS. Each riser 
bears a bronze plate representing the original thirteen states. Starting at the 
bottom of the stairway and ascending to the top, each plaque bears the name of 
the state, in the order in which they accepted the Constitution of the United 
States. 


The official naming of “The Stairway of the Constitution and dedication of the 
plaques took place on Monday, May 17,1937. Captain Ralph De Stefano arranged 
for a flag for each of the respective states and for their installation on May of 1968. 
The flags were replaced at the time of the restoration and renewal of the Museum/ 
Armory in 1992.
